INEZ - Martin District 
Judge Susan Mullins Johnson 
Tuesday found probable cause 
and bound over to the grand 
jury a double murder case 
against a Martin County man. 



Orie Spence Jr., 29, of Tom- 
ahawk is accused of fatally 
shooting April “Sunshine” 
Fannin Hedrick, 37, and her 
husband, Edgar Lee Hedrick, 
40, also of Tomahawk. Spence 
is currently lodged in the Big 
Sandy Regional Detention 
Center in lieu of a $2 million 
dollar cash bond. 



Prior to hearing testimony 
Tuesday, Martin County Attor- 
ney Kennis Maynard asked the 
court to consolidate misde- 
meanor charges against Spence 
with the felony charges, and 
Johnson agreed. 

Johnson also said after 
hearing testimony that she 
found no reason to change 



Spence’s bond. 

Spence, represented by 
court- appointed attorney Steve 
Goble, entered a not guilty plea 
at his arraignment last week. 

Investigating officer Chris- 
topher K. Phillips testified that

Candidates 
begin filing 
for 2014 
election

The 20 J 4 election season 
began last Wednesday, which 
was the first day that candidates 
for the various offices on the bal- 
lot could officially enter races. 

While Kentucky’s U.S. Senate 
race is attracting national atten- 
tion, the local focus will be on 
city and county offices up for 
grabs next year, including mayor, 
county judge-executive, sheriff 
and so forth. 

City races in the Big Sandy 
region are nonpartisan and do not 
require a primary election. Can- 
didates for those offices have 
until next August to file their 
papers. 

County and legislative races 
are partisan affairs that require a 
primary. Republican and Demo- 
cratic candidates for those posi- 
tions have until Jan. 28, 2014, to 
file, although several office seek- 
ers in Lawrence, Johnson, Martin 
and Floyd counties submitted 
their paperwork soon after filing 
opened last Wednesday. 

As of Tuesday morning, 10 
candidates had filed in Lawrence 
County, 20 had filed in Johnson 
County, 14 had entered races in 
Martin County and 19 threw their 
hats into the ring in Floyd Coun- 
ty*

Hearing set on improvements 
to stretch of U.S. 23 in Floyd 



PRESTONSBURG - Traffic safety improve- 
ments on U.S. 23 in Floyd County between the 
Watergap Bridge (Ky. 80) and Town Branch Road 
(Ky. 3384) will be discussed at a public meeting 
Monday, Nov. 18. 

Local residents call this area either Town 
Branch (the name of the intersecting road) or Bull 
Creek (the name of the flea market) . 

People are invited to come between 6 and 8 
p.m. to the Allen Baptist Church, which is located 
at 354 U.S. 23 South, in the middle of the project 
location. 

According to project manager Sam Hale, pre- 



liminary design concepts currently under consid- 
eration will be explained. Officials from Highway 
District 12 and consulting engineers from FA 
Partners of Lexington will share displays showing 
the crash history of the area, gather public input, 
and provide information about the project. 

“Nothing about this project is finalized,” Hale 
explained. “We are having this meeting to gather 
ideas from people who drive this road on a regular 
basis, to find out what kinds of engineering

City officials will enforce 15 mph speed limit in Inez

INEZ - With Sheldon Clark High 
School now inside city limits, the 
Inez City Commission voted Mon- 
day to enforce speed limit signs 
leading to and from school grounds, 
and bus drivers are not going to be 
the exception. 

Speed limit signs of 15 miles per 
hour have been posted at the high 
school, formerly Inez Middle 
School, all the way to the gate and 
back out. Anyone, including bus 
drivers, will be given a ticket if they 
are found to be exceeding the speed 
limit. 

Commission members voted 



unanimously Monday to set the limit 
and unanimously agreed that it will 
be strictly enforced, effective Tues- 
day. 

New City Commissioner Nita 
Collier said she would contact 
school officials to make them aware 
of the speed limit and to let them 
know that bus drivers will be moni- 
tored as well. 

Collier is the supervising com- 
missioner over the Inez Police 
Department. 

Another topic of discussion at the 
meeting included the work schedule 
for Police Chief Adam Crum. 

Crum turned in a monthly report 
detailing all the activity of his 
department, which Collier said was 
too detailed, adding that she didn’t 



need to know his lunch times and his 
bathroom breaks . 

Crum pointed out that there was a 
reason for his turning in such a 
detailed report —to show that he 
didn’t get to have a lunch and that on 
many occasions he was called out to 
work during those times. 

Collier said she had spoken to 
Bryan Tipton with the Martin Coun- 
ty Sheriff’s Office, who had told her 
that their efforts were doubled dur- 
ing the day. 

The Martin County Sheriff’s 
Office is a separate entity and patrols 
throughout the county, while Crum 
is exclusive to the city of Inez.

“I would like to see more 
second shift,” Collier said. “I 
would also like to have you 
turn in a monthly schedule 
showing when you work at 
each meeting.” 

Commissioner Tim Preece 
questioned what Crum was 
supposed to do if he had 
worked a nightshift schedule 
and had court the next day. 

Collier said she thought 
Crum should continue on the 
schedule she had given him, 
which included Monday- 
Wednesday dayshift hours and 
Friday and Saturday nightshift 
hours. 

Crum said he would work 
the hours that the commission 
wanted him to work but that 
he needs other officers and 
can’t do 24/7 hours. He also 
said that the majority of the 
calls he received were during 
the daytime. 

“Nothing goes on in town 
at night,” Crum said. 

Collier also presented a 
ticket that someone had 
received and said that the per- 
son wanted the ticket dis- 
missed. Crum presented pho- 



tographs showing the parking 
violation and also advised 
Collier that procedure dictates 
that the person who wants to 
dispute the ticket come to the 
city commission meeting and 
present her case. 

“She violated the city ordi- 
nance, and I make a motion to 
leave the citation as it is writ- 
ten,” Preece said. 

The commission voted 
unanimously to leave the tick- 
et in place and to have the 
violator pay the fine. 

Inez Mayor Terry Fraley 
asked Crum to provide him 
with a copy of the statute/reg- 
ulation and/or law that 
allowed him to give tickets, 
and Crum produced the copy 
immediately. 

“He wasn’t satisfied until 
he could see something in 
writing,” Fraley said, but 
didn’t specify who wanted the 
copy. 

Crum also asked the com- 
mission to approve the pur- 
chase of a new duty belt, a 
mag light charger, a gun case 
and some booths that he dam- 
aged during a foot pursuit. He 
also asked that they approve 
for him to schedule to have

SPENCE; Double murder 
case sent to Martin Grand Jury

he was contacted by Kentucky 
State Police Post 9 at his resi- 
dence on Nov. 1 at approxi- 
mately 10:06 p.m. regarding 
the double homicide. 

“I was informed that Edgar 
Hedrick and his wife April 
were killed, and I was told that 
Orie Spence was a suspect,” 
Phillips said. “The murder 
weapon was discovered at the 
property of his parents. His 
mom said on the 911 tapes 
that he did it. She said Edgar 
and April had hepatitis, and it 
was because they gave him 
hepatitis. Dixie Hedrick is his 
mom.” 

Phillips testified that he 
had also spoken with Jerry 
Spence, who told him that 
Orie Spence had invited him 
to come to a party that had 
been set up at the Hedricks’ 
house for him. 

Phillips also said during 
his testimony that KSP Troop- 
er Wireman had made the 
original arrest of Orie Spence 
during which he was charged 
with disorderly conduct. He 
said the murder charges came 
later. 

Phillips testified that he 
spoke with Spence the next 
day and that when he first 
went to interview him, he 
didn’t appear to know why 



they were there. At one point, 
he claimed to know nothing 
about it, the officer said. 

“He claimed that he and 
April were having relations 
and that Edgar shot April and 
then he took the gun from 
Edgar but Edgar was on the 
bed when he was shot, either 
sitting or lying,” Phillips said. 
“She was shot outside. There 
was an area of blood outside, 
and there was no blood splat- 
ter inside where her body was 
found. A shell casing was 
found just inside the door and 
there were no apparent signs 
of an altercation. His story 
was inconsistent with what we 
found.” 

Phillips told the court that 
the Martin County Sheriff’s 
Office was the first on the 
scene and that the shells used 
appeared to be bird shot. 

Phillips also said that 
through the course of their 
investigation, blood stain 
samples were retrieved and 
that hypodermic syringes 
were also found. 

Martin County Coroner 
Joe Mullins said last week that 
he had sent the Hedricks for 
an autopsy and that the pre- 
liminary autopsy showed that 
they had both died from a 
single gunshot wound to the 
head.

right eye and she was shot in 
the neck,” Mullins told The 
Big Sandy News. “They used 
a 12-gauge shotgun with bird- 
shot shell. We still don’t have 
the results of the other screens 
done during the examination, 
but that is what the prelimi- 
nary shows.” 

Martin County Sheriff’s 
Chief Deputy Bryan Tipton 
told the BSN that a shotgun 
was used to kill the Hedricks 
and that the couple’s bodies 
were found by a relative inside 
the home. 

Tipton said he along with 
deputies Chris Todd and Paul 
Evans arrived on the scene 
along with members of the 
coroner’s office and NetCare 
Ambulance Service and that 
they contacted the Kentucky 
State Police. 

“Nobody else was there, 
and Spence had already left,” 
Tipton said. 

A press release issued by 
the Kentucky State Police said 
they responded to the scene 
and located April and Edgar 
Hedrick dead in their resi- 
dence. 

Spence was later arrested 
and charged with two counts 
of murder and he is also fac- 
ing additional charges for 
first-degree disorderly con- 
duct; menacing; resisting 
arrest as well as first and sec- 
ond- offence alcohol intoxica- 
tion in a public place. 

There is also a pending 
case involving Judy Spence 
for a domestic violence 
charge. 

Court records show that in 
2006, Spence was sentenced 
to serve a prison term of seven 
years for failure to wear seat- 
belts, driving DUI and sec- 
ond-degree assault, amended 
from attempted murder for an 
incident in Johnson County.

The image sensor is 
what captures the light 
from the object you’re 
shooting. The two main 
sensor sizes for hybrids are 
Micro Four Thirds and 
APS-C. 

The smaller Micro Four 
Thirds sensor is great for 
portability, but can sacri- 
fice some picture quality. 
The larger APS-C sensor 
will add bulk, but can pro- 
vide better image quality 
and low-light shooting. 

Along with size, you 
have to consider megapix- 
els , or the number of pixels 
the sensor can capture. 
Hybrids typically have 
14MP to 24MP. For stan- 
dard-size photo printing, 
any amount will work. If 
you’re printing large post- 
ers or doing detailed photo 
editing, more megapixels 
is better. 

If you need a big sensor 
and lots of megapixels, 
consider Sony’s NEX 7 
($1099 with 18-55mm 
lens) with its 24.3MP, 
APS-C sensor. For a Micro 
Four Thirds camera, the 
Panasonic Lumix and 
Olympus PEN lines are 
popular options. 

2. Lenses, lenses, lenses 

One of the big selling 

points of hybrids is inter- 
changeable lenses. You can 
get lenses for close, wide- 
angle, distance and other 
types of shots. Make sure 
you know what lenses are 
compatible with your cam- 
era before you buy. 

Micro Eour Thirds 
cameras generally have the 
widest range of options. 
You’ll find everything 
from high-end Leica DG 
lenses to inexpensive “toy 
camera” Holga lenses. 

3 . Manual controls 

Both professional and 

hobbyist photographers 
know the power of manual 
camera settings. You can 
tweak your camera for 
exposure, depth of field, 
shutter speed and much 
more to get the perfect 
shot. 

If you need fast setting 
changes, you want a cam- 
era that makes it easy. The 
Samsung NX20 ($1,099.99 
with 18-55mm lens), for 
example, lets you scroll 
through settings using the 
lens’ manual focus ring. 
And the shutter button on 
the Panasonic Lumix GE6 
($598 with 14-42mm lens) 
has a quick-access lever 
that controls aperture and 
zoom. 

However, other camer- 
as might bury important 
settings away where 
they’re harder to access. 

4. The viewfinder 

Hybrids use electronic 

viewfinders to show you 
what you’re shooting. 
Most hybrids use LCD 
screens , but OLED screens , 
which are thinner and 
brighter outdoors, are also 
available. 

Sony’s NEX 7, for 
example, has two view- 
finders. One is a 3-inch, 
tiltable LCD screen. The 
other is a small eye-level 
OLED viewfinder, which 
gives you the feeling of 
shooting through a DSLR. 

The Panasonic Lumix

While watching a young 
kitten romp through the house 
chasing an “imaginary friend” 
may be quite entertaining, 
that young furr ball won’t 
stay small for very long. But 
you can still have all the fun, 
laughter, and companionship 
you are looking for simply by 
adopting an adult cat. . . .with- 
out the trauma of going 
through the “kitty terrible 
twos.” 

The Lawrence County 
Humane Society Animal 
Shelter is celebrating the 
month of November as 
Adopt-a-Senior-Pet Month. 
With good nutrition, regular 
veterinary visits, and keeping 
your cat in a safe environ- 
ment, adult cats are living 
longer, healthier lives and are 
not considered to be “senior” 



until they approach the age of 
at least 7 or 8, or even older. 
During the month of Novem- 
ber, however, we want to pro- 
mote and encourage the adop- 
tion of all adult cats at the 
animal shelter.

Lawrence County knocks off Hornets , 
earns rematch with Belfry Pirates 



SALYERSVILLE - 
Lawrence County pulled 
away to beat host Magoffin 
County 36-20 in the opening 
round of the Class 3A State 
Playoffs Eriday night.

Lawrence County quarter- 
back AJ Cyrus rushed 15 
times for 174 yards and three 
touchdowns for the Bulldogs.

16 carries for the Lawrence 
County football team. 

Cyrus completed two of 
seven passes for 39 yards. 

The Bulldogs jumped on 
Magoffin County early but 
faced a slim deficit at half- 



time. After putting two touch- 
downs on the scoreboard and 
carrying a 12-0 lead out of the 
first quarter, Lawrence Coun- 
ty allowed the host Hornets to 
answer with two touchdowns 
of their own in the second 
quarter.
